A row days ngo our ovening oontompofiiry 
called attention, in a w ell- timed article, ui 
the fact lliat while commerce was sulluring 
depression in Victoria, Nanaiiiio proseiiti.l 
more flourisbing iodioationB than it had 
ever dUplayed before. The contrast hero 
afforded explains more forcibly than we can 
well say the folly of staking our all on ili.' 
single turn up ol the uncertain die uf Curiboo, 
and provof, «bat wo have all along nuiin- 
tained, ibo advaulngo of having nioro aMij 
oocupatioua in Ibo country than gold uuinny 
and oommisaion agonoies. We cannot of course 
turn Victoria into a coal mining community 
if natuic has not given ua the mineral, bnl v.n 
oan, at least, by following out a policy uu,ir 
ia accordance willi our position, ormblo the 
country to RUstain, without mulcnai injury, 
any reverse which an iusulliciont yield oi 
gold may oooaiioD. From first to Inst— from 
the exposition whieh we gave in January ol 
the falling oQ of our trade till the present 
time — we never fur a moment blamed the 
mistaken comraorcial policy uf tho t oun ^ 
try for tho ronctioii wbiuli had Uikfn 
place ; because as the sueooss of gold 
mining waa Iho cnuao of our Budden 
prosperity, so tho temporary decline ol ll.o 
Bunea was the caaee of the oommorcial de- 
pression; but we did blame it for its total un- 
BBBWOtthiness when the storai sol in. With 
tho partial failure of Cariboo came a number 
of unemployed men, and even unem- 
ployed capital, but there was no out- 
let (or either. Wo had tied ourselves down 
to selling pork and beans, and when th- 
mouths decroosed in number wo were U li 
helpless either with large stoclcs in band or 
large debts that were not likely to become 
remunerative. Tho " bone and sinew "had 
to depart, and tho present year witnessed a 
very considerable diminution in the numbers 
that went to Cariboo. Now iq any other 
country this would have boon a sufficient 
lesson to these who had a mercnnlilo inter- 
est at stake, Tho coaimercial portion o I il.a 
population would have seen that a piilicy 
which was onlj safe in fair weather wa.< i:ol 
suited to a colony subjoot to all the upa and 
downs of a gold-mining life ; bat our mer- 
cantile men were hopeful, and expected " geo- 
graphical poailions " to work some ol the 
biblioal miraoles. The miracles, however, 
have not been performed, and uo men have 
suQered moro by our cjuunerical policy tl .u. 
those who have clun^ to it in sunshino ami 
adversily, with all tho ardor of _un8ophi»ti- 
oated youth. Fortunately in tho crude state 
of society in new countries an error in political 
economy cannot run long without bringing 
in its train the necessary evils, and so v. " 
have found, aftor a six years' reliance on r. 
single resource, that it ia necessary to 
" change our base." 

We do not make those remarks with the 
view to legislalo the country into more stable 
pursuits ; for we are only too well persuaded 
that if the foresight and prudence of a popu- 
lation do not make them see the neoeseiiy < ' 
having a fi.-iity and a pcrmaDonce about 
their occupations no Act of Parliament will 
over provide thorn wilh the necessary percej)- 
tion. Legislation may under proper direc- 
tion give an impetus to a raovamont or n 
stimulus to an iodustry, but the people nniM 
first be educated to the proper utilit.niai, 
standard. At present, while men are sl:;il;i"M 
their heads despondingly, a licet iif vl--^' u 
are awaiting their slow turn at Niuiamij 
ship thoir cariboos ol our mineral \m .!lh. 
While coal is to bo found in tho vieimiy ol 
nearly every bay or estuary along the coast, 
and while a market is open to ua at our very 
doors, toinmerco shrugs Us shoulder.s ami 
looks inlatuatmgly towards the deoep.ivc 
strata of Williaina' Crcok. In what o:1iim 
country could we litid such ab.-olulc sup ii' - 
nosg. ilero is Naiiairao called upon to li l 
orders for 7600 tons of coal, and some of the 
vessels will be actually obliged to wait over 
six weeks for thoir cargoes ; and jot with all 
this demand for the produce of labor, 
wo have stahvart men walking the etrci i 
unable to obtain a day's work 1 And tin. i 
tho delightful result of that " comnu'roml 
policy" that has bean telling every indu.slry 
to look not beyond tho murvellouB city ol 
Victoria for its sustenance. Had tho mar- 
oanlilo class, who really controlled the dea 
tiny of the colony, rthown that eloar-iighteil • 
ncss which in other couiilrio.H is its peeulini 
oharacloriatic, wo i.honM have had to- l.iy a 
do/,011 Nanainio'H, ami work f' r all the inen 
whom gold-mining niisforluno liad tiiiiud 
adrift. It is, however, no use to repine, 
cspocially when tho future ia really so hiipc- 
ful. If Vancouver Island oominutee has 
neglected its true interests, and the 
interests of tho country, it.s place ha- 
boen and is being rapidly lillinl by a iiiuu: 
practical and probably lo^s pretentious ule- 
inont. Aiictlicr elas-i has gone in lo ddvulop 
the ouuutry's reaoiircus, and to them wo ore 
indebted already lor the absorption of a con- 
alderablo number of men out of the uiuim- 
ployed populotion. The (iueon Clianotie 
Coal Mining Company has .■iot an o.\,iiri|ilc 
which we hope lo ace eariicstly lollowcl ; it 
has shown from ila inooption a inarKcd onergy 
and dutoriuinalion lu pro^e the paying chai- 
aotor of its miosral properly, and supply 
what will be an unceasing want fur all lime 
to come <in this eouat.
